The practice which has lately prevailed, 
•f convening Reverend Divines into ma- 
gistrates, is a subject of regret and alarm 
to the friends both of civil libertv, and re- 
ligious decorum. Christianity was early 
distinguished from all other religions, by 
sep:«rating the priest from the lawyer; 
and it is well known that the Mahome- 
tans, on their pretended reformation, re- 
lapsed into the ancient practice. The ma- 
jority of clerical magistrates seem to follow 
the Turkish example, and to act in a great 
variety of characters ; they are the tools 
of the ministers of the day, in every pos- 
sible gradation, from the inquisitor of 
taxes, down to the mouth-piece at con- 
tested elections, and other political meet- 
ings. To the activity of this venerable 
descrl;>tion of men, may, in a great mea- 
»ure, be ascribed, under ministerial aus- 
pKes, the "No Popery" petitions. They 
have been lately the chief instruments io 
dis'.urbii'.g the solitude of Sion College, 
and invc likewise acted their parts in the 
smuggled pet'cions from the Universities. 
Tti?Be ministers of the Prince of Peace, re- 
verse the last command of their Divine 
Master, They petition that men may bate 
•qe another. 



RIOTS AT ABERDEEN, 

The condition of the people in Scotland 
is at this time so deplorable, that we la- 
ment to see there have been disturbances 
of an aiarmitig kind. The following Pro- 
clamation, by the Provost and Magistrates 
•f Aberdeen, (a city distinguished for tak- 
ing the lead in addressing ministers, and 
•ipressing their approbation of every state 
measure,) will show the situation of that 
place. T he designs of the mob were by 
breaking into the Bridewell, to seize on 
the arms of the Militia, which were de- 
poMted there. la, this they were tbrtu- 
nacely unsuccessful. 

*' Sy tie Honouraile the Provost and Magis- 
trates of Aberdeen" 
« Whereas in defiance of every exertion 
jlitherto made by the civil power, to re- 



press the disposition which a certain de- 
scription of the inhabitants of this city ha\re 
shown since the evening of Monday last, 
the 13th instant, to disturb the public 
peace, and endanjjer the lives and proper- 
ties of the well-disposed part of the com- 
munity; the same outrageous and disor- 
derly conduct is still persisted in; in s,o 
much, that last night, a lawless mob tuiid 
the audacity to attempt breaking intq the 
Bridewell of this city ; ^nd 4id iu fact de- 
molish the outward gate ; and but for a 
military guard potted within the wClts, 
would,' ia all probability, have succeeded 
in their design on the inside of the house ; 
and being disappointed in this, they next 
proceeded to the breaking of windows, 
and other acts of violence and outra^ 
These are, therefore, a second time, Warn- 
ing all and every the inhabitants of thi> 
cityt ' to abstain from assembling in the 
streets or environs of the same, in a riot- 
ous and tumultuous manner, as has been 
the case since the, day above-mentioned ; 
certifying all such fbund in crowds, whe- 
ther men, wtraien, or' bOj^s; and whether 
actively employed or not, that -they run 
the imminent risk of their lives; as tke 
magistrates can no longer consider them- 
selves warranted to refrain from the se- 
rious and disagreeable step of calling in the 
aid of military force, 'and proceeding to 
military eiecutlon, in repressing the tei*. 
deflcy which now prevails for rioting, 
and the commission of every tbinig; lawless 
and outrageous. 

" The Magistrates farther think it their 
duty to notify, th4t, byA?t of Patliament, 
(1st Geo, \S ' If any persons, to the num- 
ber of twelve, shall Jie found assembled, 
and shall not, after Proclamation in the 
King's name, immediately disperse, and 
depart to their habitations, such persoiis 
so continuing together, areguiky of Felony, 
and liable to suffer death, without benefit 
of clergy.'

Vaccination. 
Mo few^r than 11] persons died, in Lon- 
don, of the sman-po?, within the short 
»pace of H days, as appears from thebiUs 
of mortality. These are mostly the cjijlr 
dren of the poor, whose parents have un- 
happily conceived an absurd prejudice a- 
gainst Tacemation. tTiifortunately tbi; 
prejudice is not confined to Lpndon, as in 
many parts of Ireland unfounded repprts 
have been industriously circulated, of chil- 
dren having taken the small-poi, who had 
been previously vaccinated. The number 
of real failures are extremely few. In 
many eases, for want of care to distinguish 
between the real cpw-pox, and a spuri- 
ous kind, which runs it* course niuch 
more rapidly, mistakes have been made, 
which have been attributed to the want of 
security in yaccinailon against the conta- 
gion of the small-pox. The cases of -fail- 
ure hare been so few, as bj' no means es- 
sentially to affect the credit of this preven- 
tative against the smal!-pox. It is a good 
precaution to try the effect of inoculating 
for the small-pox, after the patient ha* 
passed, through vaccioation. 

The following relation was lately laid 
bsfoifi tiie Imperial Institute, by Chaptal : 



On the 10th of April, 1812, at C minute* 
past 8 in thi evening, the night being 
very dark, the atmos^^bere was on a sud- 
den_ illuminated by a whitish light, suffi- 
cient to see to read by, which lasted a- 
boiit 15 seconds, and disappeared gradual-, 
ly. Two minutes, j^n^ % half afterwards, 
a considerable detonation was heard, te- 
sembliqg the explosion of a ^ine, and fol- 
lowed by a comtiiotion so stroag, that se- 
veral persons thought .it was an eartb- 
quake. At Gailleie, 4nd at Alby, it 
v^ras supposed that the powder magazine 
at Toulouse had blown up. Some minutes 
after this explosion, the sky cleared up, 
aud the stars appeared. Two days after- 
wards, it was known at Toulouse, that 
meteoric stoiies had fallen, six ler.guea 
from' that city, in the commune of Bur- 
gau, in the department of the Upper 
Garronne, and in that of Savenes, depart- 
mejit of Tarne and Garronne. Accortoig 
to the account of M. Filhol, a distinguish- 
ed physician at Grenade near 3urgau, and 
that of the curate ,of Saveneus, it appear* 
that a great Itrightness was seen, like that 
of a rocket, and a niiinber of sxpUision* 
heard, ^ike * rolling fire of musketry, 
which lasted several minutes, gradually 
died away, and was followed by a con- 
fused noise from the nortli-wesc. Soon 
after was heard; a whistling of bodies, pas- 
sing through the air, like stones thrown 
from a sling ; the' dietpnation and rolling 
ncnse was from the south-west to the 
north-east. Several of these aerolites fell 
at Pechmeja, at a farm on the side of a 
wood ! one of them upo'n the house, break- 
ing through the tilesj and bending the 
lath that supported them. Another fell 
op the threshing floor,, and was picked up 
by the farmer ; another fell by the ?ide of 
Gourdas,- and several on the side of '^eu- 
couriln, and one at La Praderes, near 
Savenes. The utmost distance between 
the places where they were observed to. 
fall, was 400 toises, (about 4J £ngllsl) 
miles.) The different specimens Wought 
to Toujouse, weighed from 6 to 8 ounces. 
They are not whole, and h^ye all of them 
a part of their surface of a blackish colour, 
and, as it were, earl>ODaceous. In the ig- 
terior, they are grey, and resemble the 
stones that fell a( Aigle, but appear lo 
contain a mruch greater quantityjif metal- 
lic substance. Their specific gravity is 
3813. The number of these stones seem 
to- bave been very conftiderable ; but the 
darkne^ of the night, and the alarm of the 
spectators, probably prevented many of 
them from )}cin^ fouad.

destruction of &iiit own nitional prosperity. 
With facts like these before iour eyes, it is 
truly astonishing to see the unblushing-im- 
pudence of those men who try tip the 
measures of Mr. Pitt, and tel! us they 
have raised Our country to its present height 
of glory ! ! ! It is equally astonishing to 
see other men, the pretended champions 
of humanity, deprecating the petitions for 
peace, which are now pouring in On Par* 
liament from the midland counties.

AGRICULTURAL REPORT. 

from the 20M November tv Uu 20ti Decaukr, 1 813. 

Some fine weather has occurred since last Repdrt, which afibrded a fevourable op^ 
portunity for raising what remained of the late crop of potatoes, and sowing Wheal 
on the ground. The very high price pf that grain has induced the farmers to iotr 
ahnust every acre in their possession that was suitable for it ; and in miny instances 
they have been tempted to use land, yery badly calctiiated to make them a profitable 
i^turn. 

The long continuance of wet weather has retarded the exercise of the- plough ; and 
a much less proportion of land is turned over than isusugl at thii advanced time H 
the season ; utrbich will occasion a great press of work to be donein the spring, Unlew 
tbe succeeding month proves dry, and without frost. 

The pric'e of ail sdrts of grain continues high, and consequently oat-meal and po- 
tatoes keep much above what they usuaTly bring at this season. Whether it is owihgto. 
3- real demand^ a deficiency of the crops, or speculation, seems hot fully ascertained.' 
Oreat variety of opinions is entertained on the subject.

In the hopes of the market beiag opelled'Jli 
the north, colonial produce rose rapidly, on the first dawn of expectation ; and frdm 
the probability of a supply, Baltic produce fell.
